The Health Fee .? 

The Editor.

Dear Sir:— ^ ■ - ■ ■ 

May I be permitted' to make, some comments 
with reference to a letter in todays issue regarding 
the student health serriee. , . . ,- 

In a desire, to ^proteeb ttie health of the 
student body, medical exuabiatlons before ^ar 
ticlpatlon in competitive athletics have been con- 
ducted for many years. During the session 1920-21 
an extehslon to this service was Instituted, where' 
by the University undertoôk;tb' establish' a health 
clinic, and In addition, i beur'j all expenses of cases 

short time on uijs^^^^^^^^^^^^^Lu 
that the University could not continue,* as thé eX' 
pense became prohibitive. For example, two cases 
in one 'session cost the University In hospital fees 
the sum of $3,860,00. , 

At this time a change, was, made and the Uni- 
versity undertook the obligation of paying all tios' 
pltal charges for the first seven (7) days, but the 
use of the service so increased, with the consequent 
added cost, that^tt^hu been found necessary .to 
change the poUc^^^^fagaln. 

There has lieen 'an average of approximate^ 
ISOO^health examinations per year. . This examina- 
tion has, In recent years, become much more ex- 
tensive and thorough and now includes an urin 
alysls, dental examination, vaccination and Inocu- 
lation, ete. A new departure was estebllshed this 
session in having an'X-Ray examination taken 
of the chests ,of five hundred first year students, 
in an effort to detect early evidences of tuber- 
culosis. It Is proposed to carry this study on. for 
a period of five years. 

The health service, has so Increased that Va% 
average number of consultetions for the past few 
years has been 3100 per year, approxinjately 50 
per cent of different studente utilizing th!8. service, 
which Includes the prescription of drugs, ! visits to 
the homes of sick students, etc., and under the 
new plan, half the cost of aU hospital charges, -.o 
matter how long the student might remain there- 
in, ■ ' 

The University could hardly undèrteke to bear 
tho rapidly Increasing, cost of this service and, felt 
that' it was Just to levy à feé' of $5,00 upon all 
undergraduatës. in order that the service might 
not be taiterrupted. and so that the undergraduate 
body might at- least bear part of the expense of 
those who were unfortunate enough to take sick 
during the college session. ^ 
- A change has already been effected In the 
method of obta'nhig rebates on hospitel accounts, 
which will, it Is hoped, facUitate matters greatly.
